CIGARETTES AND 
SPIRITS. 


LABELS WITH SIGNATURES 
FORGED 


“A partner of tho Yeo Hing pioco 
goods firm, of No, 24 Pottinger 
Streot, appeared boforo Mr. 6. B, 
Mcllderry at the Central Magist- 
racy yesterday on charges of being 
in possersion of a quantity of 
various brands of cigarettes without 
having poid the duty on them, Tho 
firm was ulao charged with having 
threo bottles of whisky and two 
bottles of brandy the duty on 
which had not been puid. 

Mr. C.A.8. Rusa appeared for 
tho defendant company. 

Rovenuo Officer Pierce tostified 
to having searched the premisoa of 
the company ond finding the liquor 
and cigurettes, which included, 
severnl tins of Capstan, and Players 
Cigarettes, and Old English Curve 
cut tobaeco. 

Mr. H. Taylor, Government 
Analyst, stuted that the Imports 
uud ‘Exports Ollice had mado 4 
private © arrangement with tho 
British Americun Tobacco Com-} 
papy Ltd. that all their cigarettes 
on which duty had been paid, 
should bear a chop in tho form of 
Mr. 8. M, Mayes’s signature. 
‘This chop was in the possession of 
the Company's retailers, the Wing 
Hing Hong firm of Wing Lok 
Street, and whep not in uso, the 
chop was alwaya kept under lock 
and key. 

All the tins of Capstan cigarottes, 
which were found on the de- 
fendant’s  prerises, bore «a chop 
resembling that of the B. A. T. 
chop, but in witness’s opinicn it 
wus a forgery. There were a pum- 
ber of minute discrepancies in the 
kignatures and could be seen when 
viewed through = microstope. 
Thery were no signatures on the 
ayers, ox these were pot sold in 
tins in the Colony. 


The Whisky Bottles. 

In answer to Mr, Russ, witness 
said that be agreed that labels 
could easily bo washed off the 
bottles. . 

Mr, Russ opening his caso said 
that oll hia cigarettes were bought 
legitimately and ho would entisfy 
tho Magistrate on that point. As 
regards the liquor, Mr. D. Cameron, 
from whom tho defondants purchns- 
od part of thoir stock, had loft the 
bottles there beforo ho loft tho 
Colony. ‘They wero moro samples, 
boing in renity ‘‘cumshaw”’ bottles.

suggested an admirable thing, 
British statesmon could not: be 
oxpocted to tako an rosy a viow 
of what amounted to frosh com- 
mitments ‘for tho Empire in 
almost oxtranocous affairs: Our 
navy was to como into use, it 
soomed, for tho ultimate bonofit 
of governments lacking full soa 
power, and yot wo wore 
supposed to reduco our fighting 
unite in accordanco with tho plea 
fora halt in armomonts. But tho 
chief objection to the Protocol in 
british eyos was its throat to in- 
volve tho Imperial partnarship in 
future disputes of no immodiate 
concorn to us, yet likely to 
dovolop, unloss oxtromo caro wore 
exorcised, into serious warfaro. 
‘Thus the Empire made a dofinito 
docision ogainst adhoronce to tho 
suggostod pact. It is difficult to 
understand why tho Labour Party 
has takon tho Protocol unto it 
bosom, unlogs it is that it fails to 
roaliso the undorlying issuos—o 
surprising thing in the caso ofa 
man of Mr, Kamsay MacDonald's 
undoubted sagacity, It may bo 
that the opportunity is morcly 
boing taken to discovor a suitable 
pog on which to hang the clonk 
of opposition. 


Germany’s Offer. 

What roally has srison -most 
prominently from the Protocol 
discussion is tho offer by Gormany 
of an agroemont whereby the prin- 
cipal source of monace to Kurop- 
oan concord should bo romoved. It 
scoms ovidont that somo amount 
of sincority lies behind the 
Gorman suggestion, and wo are 
inclined to agree with tho view 
taken by tho British Foreign 
Socrotary that our. late onemy is 
honestly attompting to produvo a 
bottor stato of affairs on tho 
continont. Undoubtedly the offer 
desorves caroful consideration, 
and for this alone a postponemont 
of discussion of othor mutual 
alliances, and, so for as the 
Empiro is concerned, tho 
abandonment of the Genova plan, 
is justified. Tho montal quality 
of looking for botter times and 
conditions is vory olastic, and 
therefore ono finds hope springing 
eternally to tho’ politician’s 
broast, ac well as to the breast of 
a peronially disappointed public. 
But the tendency of all 
schools of thought is steadily 
drawing towards o realisation of 
tho futility of potty opposition, 
and tho advantages of mutual 
holp; so if this bo really o new 
chanco for tho war sick nations, 
it is sincoroly to be hopod that 
thoy will not lot it slip thom by.

ATMOSPHERE OF MARS. 


An Interesting Experiment. 


Frosh tight has boon thrown on 
the naturo of tho atmosphere of 
Mars by on experimont which 
recalls the typo of work done in 
the photographic departmont of 
tho Air Force during the war. In 
order to obtain accurate pictures 
of torritory, it was found that 
much better results could be ob- 
tained if photographic plates wore 
used that wero sensitive only to 
tho infra-red rays invisible to the 
human oye. 

In tho course of last summer, 
Dr, A. E. Douglass, Director of 
tho Seward Observatory at the 
Univorsity of Arizona, carriod out 
ea series of tests comparing the 
results obtained by photographing 
no house six milon away, both 
with tho special and with the 
ordinary plates.

Effect Oa Animal Life. 

Major R:W. Hingston, natur- 
alist to tho Mount Evorest ox- 
pedition of last yoar, in o papor 
road boforo tho RoyalGeographto- 
al Sooiety on “ Animal Lifo at 
High Altitudos” in the EFollan 
Hall, Now Bond-stroot, London, 
recently, said that Tibot was a 
high-altitude mountainous dosort 
atan olovation of about 14,000ft. 
Thoro waa tho groat rango of 
tomporaturo charactoristic of tho 
dosort—ofton 50 dogracs botwoon 
day and night, ‘ 

Tho rainfall was scanty. Tho 
atmosphoro was so dry that it 
split tho skin ond nails ond 
provontad tho. ordinary dooom- 
pasition of flosh. Florco’ winds 
blow across it, and thoy obsorvod 
tho scantinoss of vogotation, tho 
absenco. of troox, the thorninosa 
of tha plants, tho short activo 
season in which flowers rapidly 


[blossomed and as rapidly diod 


owny. 

Anyono who had travolled in 
a low-lying desert knew how 
important was protoctivo colora- 
tion of croaturos in tho gonorn! 
schomo of things. It was exactly 
tho samo in Tibot. Most of tho 
common animals of the plateau 
woro inconspicuous against the 
soil, and not only did their colours 
blond with tho surfaco, but their 
shapes and outlines woro ofton 
lost to viow, boing confused 
with tho scattered stonos. Tho 
animals of high altitudes 
contended . with | the wind 
in many difforont 
Somo grow donser conte, others 
sought sholtorod places. Thero 
wos a grost tendency, to burrow 
in tho soil, Cortain buttorflios 
and moths flattencd thomeolvos 
on the ground, Many insects 
mado only quick short flights. 
Cortain flios kopt in among stonos 
and bushes; high-altitude grass. 
hoppors and othor kinds woro 
wingloss, Cortain bootles throw 
thomsolvos for safoty to tho 
ground, : 

Tho peculiar onvironmont of 
the Tibetan plateau had causod 
some of tho high-altitude birds to 
chango their customary habits of 
life, 
had lost their sonso of foar, ‘The 
hill- pigeons fod as boldly at thoir 
Evorost basa camp asifthey woro 
taumo birds in, » London stroot. 
Thoy observed tha saino tamonoss 
in tho cago of somo of the mam- 
mals, Cortain birds of tho plateau 
had formed communitios with 
othor ahimals, this boing a help 
to thom in securing food, 

HIGHEST ANIMALS ON EARTH. 

In tho etrugglo for oxistonce 
many animals wero drivon to 
extromo hoights. It indicated 
how rolontloss was tho forco of 
naturo to aproad into ovory habit- 
ablo cornor of the oarth. Tho 
wild shoop and mountain haros 
struggled up tho rangos ovon 
to tho barron slopos at 

Thoro was a little 
rodstart which placod its nost at 
tho same inhospitablo hoight. 
Thoy found grasshoppors at 18,000 
ft., nearest tho farther limit of 
vegotablo growth, Thoy frequont- 
ly saw tho magnificent lammor- 
Seyeor soaring round tho mountain 
at 20,000 ft. They found bees, 
moths and butterflies at 21,000 ft, 
choughs at tho immonso height of 
27,000 ft. Thoy found traces of 


for abovo the Himalayan snow- 
lino and 4,000 ft, above tho last 
vogotabla growth. Those wore 
small spiders aud wore the high- 
ost oxisting oanimala on tho 
earth, They lived in islands of 
broken rock surrounded by snow 
and ico.’ Thoro was no sign of 
vegetation or living croaturo near 
them, and for: food thoy ato one 
anothor, ‘ 

Nothing illustrated bottor this 
bigh-altitudo strugglo than tho 
mannor in which animals soourod 
a Hvolihood on tracts of snow and 
ice, An interesting fauna was 
found on the Rongbuk Glacior at 
an altitudo of 17,000 ft. Tho sur- 
face of this glacior, was dooply 
fissured ond to a largo oxtont 
covored with broken rook. It 
séomod at first sight uttorly bar- 
ron, yot some grass grow among, 
the rocky fragments, and patchos 
of lichon appoarod on the stones. 
Cortain animals found oxistonce 
in this desolation. Ho had. soon 
a flock of wild shoop sitting on 
tho glucior surrounded by pin- 
naolos of ico and stonos:
